Many 
of these houses are occupied by people 
who work on the big country estates 
and gentlemen's farms that lie on the 
outskirts of the suburban towns.

The ma- 
jority of them, among them being many 
colored people, servants employed by 
wealthy families, are forced to live 
huddled together in unsanitary dwell- 
ings because there are no other places 
for them to live.

BOARD OF GAME COMMISSIONERS 



Suggestions by Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Forestry on Fall Planting 
of Walnut and Hickory Seeds. 

The walnut family, which comprises 
the walnuts and hickories, contains 
some of the most important trees native 
to Pennsylvania. Two species of wal- 
nut and six species of hickory tire na- 
tive to Pennsylvania. All reach si large 
size, are attractive ornamentally, pro- 
duce valuable wood, and yield delicious 
nuts which are used by man, and furn- 
ish food to ninny wild animals, espe- 
cially squirrels. ]5ecsiuse of their lum- 
ber value they have been cut so ex- 
tensively that nature's supply of them 
is now waning rapidly. Hence, it is 
imperative that vigorous elforts be put 
forth to propagate these valuable tim- 
ber and nut-bearing trees by planting 
their seeds on ;i large scale and by 
methods which will insure success. 

The Black Walnut is one of the most 
vahmble timber trees native to Penn- 
sylvania. It yields delicious nuts which 
tire produced in large quantities :in- 
nually. Blsick walnut is a very exact- 
ing tree as to soil and lot-sit ion, pre- 
ferring rich moist soil, sind rather warm 
and low situations. It requires plenty 
of light, but will endure some shade 
while young'. It does not thrive in the 
colder part of Pennsylvania nor on dry 
situations. Hence, great cure should be 
exercised in selecting si suitable site 
for planting the seeds. 

The Butternut does not attain so 
large a size, nor produce so valuable 
timber as the black walnut, but bears 
nuts which contain delicious sweet sinil 
oily kernels. The nuts are frequently 
preferred to black walnut by man. and 
by animals of the Mold and forest. It 
is found locally throughout the State 
in rich bottomlands, and on moist fer- 
tile hillsides, and will thrive better than 
the black walnut at higher elevation, 
and in the northern part of the State. 

The Sliellbark Hickory attains the 
largest size of the native hickories and 
produces the delicious nuts of com- 
merce. It prefers rich moist soil <uch 
sis is found along streams ami about 
borders of swamps, but also nourishes 
on relatively dry. fertile soil. It is 
light demanding und will not thrive in 
dense stands unless it dominates the 
neiishhopne; trees. This tree is a pro- 
li lit- seeder and may be propsigatod ex- 
tensively, but should not be planted in 
the cooler mountainous parts of the 
State. 

The Mockeniut Hickory is a medium- 
sized tree which produces a frail simi- 
lar in appearance to the sliellbark hick- 
ory, but ill opening the nut one al- 
ways liuds a small kernel. It is rare or 
absent in the northern part of (he State 
and should only be planted in rather 
low fertile situations in I lie valleys and 
about the foothills of the mountains. 
The fruit is practically valueless to 
man. but furnishes satisfactory food 
for the animals of the forest.

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portnnt species of the native hickories 
which thriven on dry ridges, hillsides, 
ami mountain slopes. Jt will grow in 
all parts of the .State on a great variety 
of soils. The fruit is variable in form, 
small in size, and the nuts contain small 
bitter kernels. This species may be 
planted in 1 he mountains wheer no 
other hickories or walnuts will thrive. 

Planting Time — The best time to 
plant the seeds of the walnuts and 
hickories is in the autumn as soon as 
the fruit is ripe and falls. The seed 
should be planted at once, for their 
vitality is impaired or destroyed if they 
are allowed to dry. If fall planting is 
not possible or not reconnncndnble due 
to possible damage by squirrels or nut- 
eating animals, the seeds may be strati- 
fied in moist sand and kept until 
spring, when they may be planted. 

What to Plant — Seeds should always 
bo planted where the trees are expected 
to remain, for both hickories and wal- 
nuts are difficult to transplant on ac- 
count of the long tap-roots which they 
develop during the first year. Even if 
great care is exercised in transplanting, 
the tap-root is frequently cut or in- 
jured to such an extent that, the future 
growth of the tree is exceedingly im- 
paired. The hulls of the seeds should 
be broken open or entirely removed. 

Suitable Planting Sites — The best 
places to plant walnuts and hickories is 
in old abandoned fields, along fences, 
about camping sites, in by-places, and 
open spots in the forest. ]t is recom- 
mendable to select moist, fertile, and 
open sites. The latter condition is im- 
perative. 

Method of Planting — By means of a 
pick or similar implement, make a hole 
in the ground 2 to 4 inches deep. Space 
holes about 4x4 feet, drop one seed in 
each hole, and cover dropped nuts with 
about 2 inches of soil, tramping it down 
with the foot.

In many ways was the second na- 
tional convent inn of the Legion unicpie 
and without precedent. To it came men 
from every .Slate and territory in the 
union — from every section of every 
State and Territory — and from those 
corners of the world where Americans 
are gathered in foreign lands. To it 
" they came to reiterate the principles of 
the Legion, to further the carrying out 
of that basic idea of the Legion, serv 
ice 1o comrade and country. 

The parade along Cleveland's streets, 
led by thirty-one of America's greatest 
heroes and participated in by twenty 
thousand former service men, most of 
them in the 0. P. and blue uniforms in 
which the training camps of this coun- 
try and the towns and battlefields of 
France and the great highways of the ! 
ocean had known them two years be- ! 
fore, was an impressive and a conclu- 
sive manifestation of strength and : 
solidity. 

The convention proclaimed the prin- I 
ciplcs which this strength and solidity I 
is dedicated to uphold, and it outlined I 
the manner in which it will be utilized. 
There were differences of opinion upon : 
the convention floor, differences which 
developed into long and heated debates. [ 
But they were differences over matters 
of detail and not of basic, principle, and ; 
they merely showed the health, virility • 
ami determination of the convention 
and of the Legion. The final decision \ 
upon flic adoption of all questions was 
made without exception in the best of 
good will, and in all instances per- 
sonal, sectional and class interests were 
subordinated to the welfare of the en- 
tire organization and of the country. 

The Cleveland convention was tin- : 
questionably representative of the en- i 
tire membership of the organization. 
There can be no doubt that the timely 
and important decisions it made upon 
the questions of political neutrality, ad- 
justed compensation, enre of the dis- 
abled, the punishment of slackers, and 
other vital problems, which now become

Besides, it was 
stated, the trust fund of $392, l>33. 03 
given by the War Work Council of the 
V. M C. A. remains intact.
